buyoiid tho Hudson. This business originated 
nt OroonJiold, whore it ia now carried on ex- 
tensively, nnd was begun hero nbout four 
years ngo. It is now in tho hands of E. AV. 
Clnrko nnd MioHoz it Co., who soil many 
thousand dollars' worth annually. But fc\v 
bunches wcro sold nt first • but as tlio de- 
mand has stondily iucrcnscd, the woods east 
nnd southeast of Springfield, in Long- 
mondow, Wilbrnhnm, nnd Homers 
havo 


boon carefully gleaned. Often tho value of 
tho ferns growing on it single aero of wood- 
land will exceed that of au ncro of corn, nnd 
wood-lotH have boon bought nt high prices 
solely to control tho forn trndo. 


Tho season for gathering thoso ferns 


begins about tho middle of August and lasts 
till Into in tho nututan. Originally only fresh 
ferns woro sold,aud thoso largely for Christ- 
mas decorations, but tho 
trndo in tho 


pressed ferns is now byfnrtho largest part 
of tho business, nud gives employment to n 
number of bands. One denier in this city 
koops about twelve girls at work pressing. 
A dozen ferns are pressed in one "string," 
and one Now York houso has ordered '_'(),- 
000 strings. Tho pressed ferns nro scut nil 
over tho United States and Canada, many 
going to California. They tiro utrod mainly 
for wall decorations, nnd tho Indies will 
doubtless bo surprised lo learn that their 
western sisters often pay «oyor[»l <lnllfmi fnr 
ferns like thoso which can often bo obtained 
hereabouts during an af toriioon'B drive. Tho 
nntivo fern, like tho native American, ro- 
gists nil attempts nt civilization, nnd in an 
entire failuro as n houao plant.

Bix caiques, rowed by thoi 
whito-clad crown of stalwart Albanians, twt 
of them surmounted by A gorgeous golden 
uaiiopy, from iuo hist of which, the sultan 
alighted, aud WAS soon in tho saddle pncin 
leisurely before us on his way to th 
mosqqo. He had on R brown mantle, bo 
Iwoou the folds of which shone tlio rid 
gold 
of 
his 
uniform, 
sparkling 


with diamond;). Oa his head ho -.vcrc 
the 
plainest 
foz, 
without 
aigrott 


or any other ornament. He WAS barely a 
two yurds' distance from me, and I coul 
note every feature of his face—a long, nar 
row head, a stern, resoluto expression,indic- 
ative of energy, of intelligence, an oarncsl 
and not very placable disposition. 
I 


soemed to mo the countenance of a ruler 
capab'lo of much good or much evil, b»t 
knowing his own iniiid and determined to 
have hia own will. Then there was au air 
befitting n high bred man conscious of him- 
eolf and bent on exacting his duo. Ho came 
on gazing to right and left, lifting his 
right hand to his beardless chin and strok- 
ing it for composure, and avoiding nil ac- 
knowledgment 
of the cheorti with which 


the Roldiers and the Pashas greeted him. 
lie rodo on alone in the multitude which 
pressed on his horsa's heels And followed 
him to tho mosque. 


"The ceremony and tho accompanying 


prayer within the mosque wore of no long 
duration.

uuder our tent when some school children, 
boys and girls, began to siug, tho n^tes of 
ruthless music startling tho zaptieh's horses 
and going through our ears like a knife.

severe, but more composed than when ho 
iirat faced the crowd—a face unmoved, 
a bust unbent by 
acknowledgement of 


finy 
man's 
salutation, apparently with 


no speculation in his eyes, with no percep- 
tion of the highest of his, subjects or of the 
mightiest among tho representatives of the 
European Powers, and no appreciation of 
the bare faces, tho elegant toilets or tho 
beaming smiley which the European ladies 
.hiul got up to grace hie progress. There is 
a peculiarity in tho aultiuiH fiiuo ihiit it 
soenia so to reflect the humor of tho inner 
man as to make him look older or younger 
according to the mood that sways him nt 
different moments. A friend of mine who 
was near him on Thursday before last 
asserted that ho could hardly have reached 
tho thirty-fourth year, which he completed 
on Thursday."
